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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a Rule 371 continuation of PCT Serial Number PCT/GB03/05163. 
Claims 1-20 are currently pending. 

Non-Statutory/Improper Claims 

1 . Claims 1-8 are objected to as being non-statutory "Use" claims. Accordingly, the claims have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

2. Claims 4-8, 14, 16 and 20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. Accordingly, 
the claims have not been further treated on the merits. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). 

3. Applicant should note that amendment of these claims to put them in proper form may require a 
supplemental restriction of the claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 9-13 and 15, drawn to a naked binding member that binds to SCR1 and SCR2 
of CD55 and compositions comprising same. 

Group II, claim(s) 17 and 18, drawn to a method of neutralizing complement inhibition activity of 
CD55 with a naked binding member that binds to SCR1 and SCR2 of CD55. 

Group III, claim(s) 19, drawn to a method of treating cancer by administering a naked binding 
member that binds to SCR1 and SCR2 of CD55. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: Spendlove et al (cited in the international search report) teaches an 
antibody that binds to SCR1 and SCR2 of CD55. Accordingly, the claims lack a special technical feature 
so as to constitute a single inventive concept.

3. Inventions I and II & III are related as product and processes of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product 
as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be 
used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the 
naked binding member of Group I can also be used for purifying CD55 from a biological sample.
